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Introduction. 

In Balochistan Province the influx of new arrivaL^ had ber.. limited, 
therefore the relief service from ICA don,t show the big figures of last Year. 
The assistance which had been provided in different areas in the Province had 
been given only to a very needy people mostly widows. 

However when the donations to the various Afghan political organisations drop- 
ped the applications to this office increased, but since it is our policy only 
to assist new arrivals we were not in the position to give any assistance ex- 
cept the very needy. 

Lycee Watan High School had been very busy, there has been pressure for new ad- 
mission, but as the budget is fixed it had not been possible to extend its ac- 
tivities or to increase the number of students. 

The two orphanage run by RAWA for girls and boys has also been running normally 
in the average of Rs. 200-250. 

14 Primary Schools in several Camps had been monitored by our Education field 
officer Mr. Syed Mohd. Amin. 
♦ In the middle of the Year when Dr. Sima resigned from RAWA and started her own 

Clinic Inter Church Aid desided to assist her. Shuhada Clinic is situated in the outskirts 

of Quetta. The presentations paper included. 

A group of boys at the orphanage was asked to leave when Dr. Sima resigned from 
the organisation and she established an orphanage with 35 boys assisted by ICA.

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Education. 

Lycee Watan High school had now functioning since April 1988. Originally 
200 boys were admitted in classes from 1-9th. Since the number had increased 
to 307. All rooms are used as class room including the garage. 

The school has gained credibility among the Afghans living in and around Quetta, 

the request to take girls too came in 1989 and now 14 girls attend the school.

The school Year is 9th. month March - November and between those month, s 
two examins are held. 

In 1989 the classes are from second to 11th. the small classes are divided into 
two or three sections as a number of children are very high. They will get a bet 
ter education in a smaller classes. 

In the Camps where we have assisted 14 primary schools, we have only had 
few changing two schools had to be closed; one as the teachers and the students 
were found absent on several by our monitoring representative. The other was 
closed when the local Community took over the administration and terminated the 
teachers and replaced them by Mullah, s. 

All schools are visited monthly by our representative. Twice a Year examination 
are conducted by our educational officer Mr. Syed M. Amin assisted by the tea- 
chers . 

The computer training course run by Mr. Mohd. Ismael as instructor has in 
1989 trained C> ^ Afghans. After examin the qualified student recieve a certi- 
ficate. The course had given several students oppot-tunity to -get ; jobs ' inHQuetta . 
The language is often a problem for attending the course, they had to have some 
understanding of English. Most of the students therefore have to take a privat 
course at a very high price (Rs. 700 a Month), as we are not able to starte a 
language course. 

The girls and the boys orphanage run by RAWA had through the Year had a 
little increase in the number of children, but the limit budget does.nt leave 
room for much expansion. The education of girls is been r^avoured more and mo- 
re and guardians are sending the girls for educatior. . 

The teachers are mostly RAWA sympathizers and in addition to teaching they ta- 
ke care of the children and they try to make the institutions as a home as much 
as possible. 

When Dr. Sima resigned from RAWA around 30 boys had to leave the boys orphanages 
Dr. Sima established as an emergency action an orphanage for the boys with assiSj 
tance from ICA, the institutions are situated in the same area as Shuhada clinici

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Incomegeneration . 

In 1989 an road construction in the compound winere tlie tfiree or- 
ganisations offices are situated was carried out as incomegeneration 
project . 

A little embrodery project iiad been running under supervision of Mrs. 
Sima She has education as a tailor from Afghanistan. A group of women 
are involved both in embrodery and tailoring. In near future the Inter- 
national Womens organisation in Quetta are expected to publish a new 
Welcome to Quetta bool< in colour and we have an advertisment in the bool< 
for our project, twice a weel< we will be open ! for s^le at the of f ice . 

Medical and Health. 

Shuhada Clinic has treated 437 indoor patients for an average 
cost of Rs. 1079, and 22261 outdoor patients for an average cost of 
Rs. 42,14 since the Clinic started 1st. August 1989. It is not only 
patients from Quetta area who are treated , several patients arrive 
from Afghanistan some have travelled a long distance to recieve me- 
dical assistance and their conditions when they reached the Clinic 
some patients are in a very bad state and often long treatment are 
required, (eg. A lady came with a punctured lung having been mishand- 
led by a paramedical person in Afghanistan for a hole Year)
